The new deal committed itself 
in 
the 
party platform to hoister antt-trust laws. 
This was Sen. Borah a Idea for the Repub­ 
lican platform, which had been drawn up 
previously, In a way supposed to enlist hts 
support. When the Democrats did the samt. 
thing however, Sen. Borah played no fa­ 
vorites and supported neither party openly. 


This* being one platform plank which it is 
convenient to take seriously, the Roosevelt 
admiuiatration #a># it will keep its promise 
to enforce the ami trust laws, even to add 
to them 
At first, no one understood how a party 
Which bad suspended anti trust laws dur­ 
ing NRA and which Just a few days ago 
guaranteed immunity from the laws to coal 
operators working together in a price-fix­ 
ing scheme could enforce the same laws it 
Was Betting aside. The key to th*- mystery 
is in th* mystery, itself.

The New Realism 


T 


H E new realism in diplomacy permits no 
attention to ideaitam and the brother­ 
hood of man. Everybody recognizes only 
on* law—survival. 
In Europe, survival mean:- the power to 
bandle Germany in event of the war which 
its dictator is preparing to make. 
Germany’s natural enemy is France. The 
French in tiller now is protected by the 
most formidable military works ever built 
But Germany could enter France through 
Belgium—it did that once — or through 
Switzerland. 
Belgium is worried, with good reason. 
The Nazi swastika has frightened it into 
extensive military preparations. Why. then, 
should Belgium ask for and get ifs pre-war 
status of neutrality, which entails release 
from the Locarno treaty? Under the terms 
of that treaty, Belgium would have been 
protected against invasion. 
It's simple. Neither France 
nor 
Great 
Britain will let Germany invade Belgium 
without going to war. Belgium knows that; 
it’s part of the new realism. No treaty is 
necessary to insure aid for the Belgians 
lf and when they need it. So. why have a 
treaty which binds Belgium to governments 
that now are clearly opposed to the Ger­ 
man government and 
which 
constitutes, 


therefore, an additional annoyance to the 
only government which Belgium fears? 
Tile new realism marches on. Switzer­ 


land—even Switzerland—must consider the 
possibility of it* territory becoming a bat 
lf aground.

The Miller.Tydlngs bill and the fact that 
40 states have laws on re sale price mainten­ 
ance is a disturbing influence in the ad­ 
ministration ■ general plan; hence the move 
to squelch it. The administration may take 
up the re sale price maintenance ides or the 
so called “ loas leader" in another form, but 
it la moving slowly till It gets broad general 
power*.

Steel And CIO — The Inside Story 


'p H E DRAMATIC inside story of the nego- 
* 
nations which led to the unionization of 
th# United States Steel Corp. under the 
leadership of John L. Lewis is revealed in 
the May issue of Fortune 
News of th* agreement hurst on an un 
suspecting 
business and 
financial 
world 
March I. Yet Myron Taylor, chairman of 
the U. 8. Steel board of directors, drafted 
the essential terms of the settlement while 
summering at his villa in Florence nine 
months before the part wan consummated. 
Fortune revealed. 
Other revelations included 
MR. TAYLO R broke up a proposed united 
front of industries designed to smash the 
CIO last fall. 
A LT H O lrGH in JMne last year U. 8. 
Steel signed the steel industry’s proclama­ 
tion directed against John L. Lewis. Mr. 
Taylor strongly opposed publication of the 
anti union manifesto. 
MONTHS before his first meeting with 
Mr. Lewis, Mr. Taylor discussed with busi­ 
ness associates the advisability of getting 
hold of Mr. Lewis to start negotiations with 
th.- CIO without waiting for Mr. i/ewls to 
make the first move. 
MR. TAYLO R kept even the heads of 
his own biggest operating companies in 
the dark about his plana for recognizing 
tho CIO union. 
IN FEBR U A R Y , Mr. Taylor kept tho in­ 
dependent 
steel companies from increas­ 
ing wages in an attempt to head off tho 
unionization drive and then, on March I. 
“ beat the independents to the draw’’ by 
bringing to final acceptance the unioniza­ 
tion pact which they opposed before they 
could spring their wage increase announce­ 
ment, 
“ The other steel leaders,” Fortune said. 
"would rather he damned than give in to 
the left.” The Steel Corporation “ played 
with them for years and then, in the course 
of bn days, simply decided not to.” 


I JE R E , in part, is the story told bv the 
I • magazine 
’’On June 27. 1936. Mr. Taylor sailed for 
Europe in a peculiarly philosophic mood. 
Lesser men than he could see the hand­ 
writing that John Llewellyn 
Lewis had 
written on the forbidding whIIb of the cor­ 
poration a mills. 
“ It was evident to Mr. Taylor that a 
great change had come over the face of 
U 
B 
industry.’ The blood and brimstone 
labor philosophy of his predecessor, Judge 
Elbert H. Gary, was out of tune with the 
times. 
"As his ship plowed eastward, Mr. Tay­ 
lor revolved these thoughts in his mind. To 
give in to labor spinelessly meant to lose 
control "f the business he had been hired 
to manage. To fight labor adamantly meant, 
for a long lime, no business at all. 
"Out of (his dilemma the steel chairman 
evolved M his Florentine villa this history- 
making formula 
“ ‘The company recognizes the right 
of its employes to bargain collectively 
through representatives freely chosen 
by tilt m without dictation, coercion or 
intimidation in any form or from any 
source 
it will negotiate and contract 
with the representatives of any group 
of its employes an . hosen and with any 
organization as the representative of its 
members, subject to the recognition of 
the principle that the right to work is 
not dependent on membership or non­ 
membership in any organization, and 
subject to the right Of every employe 
freely to bargain iu such manner and 
through such representative*, if any, as 
he chooses 
"Whether in coincidence or design, the 
Staten*'nt in exactly I bn words long, and 
these IOO words represent a summer's work. 
But they pack mo:* <J\ im rn it* than any IOO 
words ever written by a l 
s industrialist. 


‘ •ryl T when M 
Taylor returned from 
J ’ Europe at the end of last summer, he 
did not go to Mr. Lewis with his formula. 
“ He did go to the meeting of the ’united 
front’ of big indust (alist#. instigated by 
certain of tho stet I independents and the 
General Motors Corp. (glass and to a lesser 
extent coal were on the fringes of it) when 


the storm was gathering over Alfred P. 
Sloan in the automobile country. . . . 
“ He was told the time had conic for a 
showdown agaiuat labor, and that the allied 
industries must be prepared to dump their 
capital into a do-or-dle' fight. At which 
point Mr. Taylor rose and aa bl he would 
have nothing to do with the idea. 
"H e even yoni so far as to say that any 
such concerted action would be interpreted 
only as a capitalistic conspiracy to Bang up 
on labor. So strong was his attitude that the 
united front fell apart. 
"But despite this demonstrated faith in 
his formula, Mr. Taylor did not plunge into 
a meeting with labor. 
Being instinctively a diplomat, lie felt 
that the strategical moment had not vot 
arrived, though on on# occasion, when dis 
cussing labor with business assoi late*, he 
went so far as to wonder out loud whether 
it would he advisable to talk w*ith Mr. Lewis. 
"When the moment did arrive, the meet­ 
ing appeared at least superficially to come 
by chance. 
“ On Saturday, Jan. 9. 1937. Mr. and Mrs. 
Taylor entered the big dining room of W ash- 
fngton's Mayflower botel. As they advanced, 
who should be sea'ed in their path, halfway 
through lunch, hut Pennsvlvanla's Senator 
Joseph F Guffey and CMU # chairman John 
L. Lewis. 
“ They shook hands, and in the course 
of the conversation. Mr. Lewis remarked 
that he would like a meeting with him 
sometime in the near future And Mr. Tav. 
lor at once suggested the next day. 


• • IT WAS decided Mr. Taylors suite in the

Fascism, or whatever nicer 
words they chose to call It.

During all this period of NRA 
remnant thinking, 
the 
anti-trust 
| laws were as dead as Attorney Gen­ 
eral Cummings’ instinct for reform. 
Now that they are being trotted out 
again for enforcement and strength­ 
ening, you can glean a hint, even 
without an official tip. as to what 
the new theory is to be. 
The process ia simple: Let labor 
negotiate for Its hours and wages 
uuder government supervision. This 
will increase prices (as in steel.) 
Then the government will* chase 
monopolies in an effort to put a 
ceiling on price#. 
It will soak the big fellows, pro 
mote competition, let the little fel­ 
lows go.

Simplicity Plus? 
Offhand this would seem to get at 
the problem to the satisfaction even 
of Mr. R. without parking the Su­ 
preme Court, amending the Consti­ 
tution 
or 
abandoning 
American 
principles. 
However, they say, It is 
not as simple as all that in Mr. 
Roosevelt's mind. 
What the President apparently 
wants to do is to revise the old 
Wilsonian theory which was com­ 
promised into formation of the fed 
eral trade commission. 
But Ik also 
seems to have a notion of going 
further. 
He wants to define unfair 
trade practices and fair trade prac­ 
tices upon 
a 
reform basis. 
He 
wants to upset particularly the Su­ 
preme Court rule of reason policy 
a# to monopolies. Under this court 
rule, only the bad monopolies are 
subject to government prosecution 
or persecution, depending on your 
viewpoint.

Then, again, he Blight 
get at it in the new legislation mow 
being worked up by Gen. Corcoran 
and Gen. Cohen) by writing a new 
definition in conflict with th* estab­ 
lished Supreme Court position and 
seeking to have it tested bv th* 
present court. 
All these details of course, ar* 
yet to he fought out. hut those who 
have had a hand in it are of the 
opinion it will not be as mild as the 
above outline sounds.

jewels. 
The nearest riv al in magnificence is the crowning of George \ and Queen 
Mary in W estm inster Abbey in 1911. 
But plans to crown King George YI and 
Queen Elizabeth in a blaze of royal pomp and splendor indicate that their cor­ 
onation may s u r p a s s its predecessor. 
The most p ro m in e n t women in the B ritish realm— princess, peeresses, wives 
of m inisters and am bassadors and 
Indian m aharanees—will gather in 
historic old W estm inster Abbey in 
s h i m m e r i n g gold-embroidered 
gowns, ermine-trimmed robes and 
jewels worth more than a king's 
ransom. 
Peeresses W ear Red 
The peeresses will he the most 
gorgeously gowned women in the 
abb ey after Queen Elizabeth and 
*' 'w ager Queen Mary in their e r­ 
mine-trimmed 
purple 
velvet 
and 
diamonds. 
Their robes will be of ruby red 
velvet 
with 
a fitted 
floor-length 
kirtle and long court train 
sus­ 
pended from the shoulders—both 
bordered with ermine and topped 
b 
a little ermine cape “powered" 
with rows of black tail tips. (Only 
royalty is allowed to wear the er­ 
mine tails.)

INDIAN TORTURE 
gllCKUNEARTHED 


Farm In Connecticut Yields 


Altar Upon Which White 


Captives Were Slain 


Br Th* United Pr**». 
STO N IN GTO N . Conn., April 30— 
A “ torture rock” upon which were 
placed English captives and enemy 
warriors sentenced by the feroci* 


ohs Pequot Indians to he brained 
with clubs has been disco\ered on 
the farm of John L. Davis, who 
divides his days between farming 
and gathering relics of the Van­ 
ishing American. 
The discovery, together with the 
excavation near the rock of many 


teeth, jaw bones and fragments of 
..battered 
skulls, 
is 
.considered 
proof of the contentions ot early 
American historians that the Pe_ 
quota were the most ruthless and 
barbarous of Indians. D a 'is, 
an 
archaeologist, found the rock neat 
what was formerly a village 
o. 


wigwams. 
. 
. 
The Davis collection of Indian 
relics, considered the second best 
in New England, 
contains 
more 
than 400 arrowheads which once 
imperilled the air as the PeqooM. 
always sacking territorial 
expan­ 
sion, clashed with tbe * arr®gan* 
sen indians in April. 1632. 
Bows 
and battle axes have been found. 
The 
war arrowheads 
are 
distin­ 
guished by design from those used 
for hunting. The former were so 
chaped that once they sank into 
enemy flesh only the shalt 
removable but the arrowhead used 
for hunting could be pulled out 
for U6e again. 
Two complete skeletons, in sit­ 
ting positions in graves of oyster 


shells, each with 
a turtle shell 
dish, were excavated on the farm. 
Prof. Norris Bull, Hartford, says 
! they 
arc 
the only Indian burial 
skeletons 
ever uncovered. 
The 
dishes were buried with the war* 
I riors for use at their first meals 
in the 
'happy hunting grounds." 
The skeletons were estimated to 
be 400 years old 
Davis permitted 
photographs 
of the 
Indians 
in 
their graves to be taken. He gave 
Prof. Bull one of the dishes. Then 
he had the graves with their dead 
covered, leaving them exactly as 
they were. 
The 
Davis 
collection 
contains 
pottery', 26 swordfish vertebra used 
by Indians as beads, tomahawks. 
Indian tools of crude construction, 
a yellow jasper scraper with deer- 
foot design on the back; a soap­ 
stone pipe; gouge for scraping ar 
row shafts; flint knife, black gra­ 
phite and red paint stones, used 


by braves for war paint and
